(Continued from Pure One) 
pie the right of local self-govern­ 
ment and to select the judge who 
shall try oases, and this authority 
is not given to the Chief Justice of 
the supreme court but to the peo­ 
ple. Therefore, in my opinion, this 
order was an invasion on the sov­ 
ereignty of the voters of this jud­ 
icial district and destructive of local 
self-government, and in as much as 
the people had assigned me to try 
their cases on the Ada docket I 
felt that I would not be an Ameri­ 
can if I did not resent fbi sinvas- 
ion of their sovereignty, and pri- 
marially this spirit of resentment 
and protection of the right of local 
self-government caused rue to ad­ 
journ the court. 
“There was another reason about 
which I have been misquoted thru 
the press that exerted a small in­ 
fluence. I had considerable evidence 
and circumstances that convinced 
me that the Ku Klux Klan was 
busy in their efforts against Gov­ 
ernor Robertson and in organizing 
the jury to try him. 
“Up to the last hearing I was 
not disqualified in the case, but I 
made observations upon that day 
that convinced me that a Republican 
county attorney out of a spirit of 
personal ambition 
being 
driven 
heedlessly along by an ardent pre­ 
judice, was being industriously as­ 
sisted by the Klu Klux Elan to 
despoil the good name and char­ 
acter of a democratic governor with 
some heedlessness in their methods, 
and therefore, this at once lined 
me up on the side of the democratic 
governor, and since that moment it 
has ever been my purpose to dis­ 
qualify in^the case if such right was 
’eyer presented to me, 
but 
this 
right has been taken from me by 
unauthorized orders of the Chief 
Justice of the supreme court. This 
is a government of law and any 
assumption of power by a public o5* 
ficer not delegated is tyranny and 
tyranny is the most deadly foe to 
human liberty. I confess I experi­ 
enced more or less alarm at the 
highest judicial officer of the statet 
making unauthorized orders. 
“The law gave me the right to 
adjourn this term of court, and the 
law gives me and no one else the 
right to call a special session, and 
any effort on the part of anyone 
else to call a special session would 
be another infraction of the plain 
statutory law of the state, and I am 
very hopeful that this will not occur. 
“Judge Harrison is a very excel­ 
lent gentleman and able jurist, and 


a man for whom I have great ad­ 
miration and feeling, but even the 
good fall into err sometimes. 
“I have never hesitated to vacate 
the bench even upon tne slightest 
solicitation and would have readily 
done so In this case if I had been 
approached in the proper way, and 
if the opportunity, which the law 
gives me, was extended me now I 
would disqualify without hesitation 
because recent events have trans­ 
pired which have disqualified me.”

“ Event* of the past few years 
have caused the farmers and labor­ 
ers, ag well as others progressively 
inclined, to devote their attention 
and energies chiefly to matters of 
a political nature,” President Fen­ 
ton said. 
“There are but few who believe 
that any particular policy of gov­ 
ernment or any code of laws in 
themselves would cure all the ills 
that agriculture and industry are 
suffering from. But there is evi­ 
dence on every hand that the or­ 
ganized forces of reaction had a 
strangle hold on this government of 
ours and that the recent election 
has only partially broken that con­ 
trol. The great burdens that the 
farmers and other workers par­ 
ticularly have been compelled to 
bear have been placed on their 
shoulders by political agencies. It is 
only by securing a greater meas­ 
ure of control, at least, of these 
political agencies that the burden 
can be lightened. 
<4The great financial and corpor­ 
ate interests that have been so 
generously provided 
for by 
the 
present national administration are 
thoroughly 
non-partisan,” Fenton 
went on to say. “Their non-parti­ 
san league has sought to control 
not only one party but both the re­ 
publican 
and 
democratic 
parties. 
The control was thoroughly repudi­ 
ated in the last election. But few 
reactionaries remained 
in office, 
regardless of whether they were 
democrats or republicans, 
where 
they were up for reelection. 
“The feature of greatest signi­ 
ficance in that election was the 
failure of party names to carry can­ 
didates to victory, it indicates that 
those who seek public office in the 
future must stand for something 
and that parties must offer a defin­ 
ite program rather than stand on 
traditions of the past. 
“The farmers and laborers, and 
particularly the members pf your 
organization, are to be congratu­ 
lated on the splendid part they 
played in the last campaign. It was 
largely through their efforts that 
a great champion of the common 
people was elected governor of this 
state, and that issues were pre­ 
sented and endorsed by the people 
that will undoubtedly result in a 
people’s government for the next 
four years. Once before, prior to 
statehood, the farmers and laborers 
joined hands and elected a major­ 
ity of progressive delegates to the 
constitutional convention, and then 
left political activities to others. 
“We must not repeat that mis­ 
take. We must stand behind those 
whom our votes have placed in of­ 
fice and continue our political ac­ 
tivities that we may have a voice 
in the legislative and governmental 
policies pf the state.”

Shakespeare in London 
(Carrie M. Barton) 
At the age of nineteen Shakes­ 
peare was arrested for doer-stealing 
and wa# prosecuted more severely 
than he 
considered just; 
so 
ii 
seems that he slipped «i»vay from 
his native town somewhat in dis­ 
grace and went to London to 3eek 
his fortune. 
T ftatrcc jn his day, like “movies'* 
nr v, were among the chief attract­ 
ions, sc, to the* theatre Shakespeare 
went. 
It i3 recorded that at fir^t the 
} oung man held horses for wealthy 
theatre goers and made come money 
giving good service, too, it is said 
then ho was ‘‘received into a 
company, at first in a very mean 
rank, -but his admirable wit, and 
the natural born tu rn of it to the 
t ge soon distinguished him, if n0t 
as m extraordinary actor, yet ac ar 
excellent writer.”

By the mere 
ouch op each line of the old play, 
the rearrangement of the words, 
changing a word and the like he 
aas alchemized mere dross into one 
of the most read historical dramas. 
Here, and in this way his great 
mind found expression, and use for 
all the knowledge and experience 
acquired in his youth besides need 
for further observation and study, 
for Shakespeare was always learn­ 
ing, studying, and as fast as he 
learned he used his material in his 
work. 
It is often said of Shakespeare 
that his plays are not “origin X ” 
and it is 
true. 
He 
found 
drama in a crude, rough state. Like 
a lapidary takes the diamond, cuts, 
trims and polishes its many facets 
and gives it a proper setting, so 
Shakespeare took the old 
manu­ 
scripts he found, polished and ar­ 
ranged them, gave each character 
his proper seating, completed, or 
cut off the play to five acts with 
keynote, 
climax, and decline 
or 
happy ending. 
He left the English drama more 
nearly perfect than any since the 
plays of Ancient Greece. 
’Ihere had been some crude at­ 
tempts at portraying English His­ 
tory on the stage before Shakes­ 
peare undertoon the more serious 
tar.k of writing historical dramas. 
Consider the amount of old chroni- 
cals and histories he must have 
read and absorbed before be could 
write the Histories of the English 
kings, which are found to be prac­ 
tically correct. Holinstead’s furnish­ 
ed him with 
material, 
also for 
MacBeth. To study the old Manu­ 
scripts, plays, to read these long 
drawn-out Chronicles for facts and 
incidents, must have required weeks 
af careful reading, next he must 
take his knowledge of human na­ 
ture, must remember or invent dia­ 
logues, balance 
his theme, 
then 
write out in blank verse play af to? 
play. 
While Shakespeare followed his­ 
tory close!}’, he used his knowledge 
of .the characteristics of people, in 
making each person introduced real 
and alive. When he introduced a 
Welsh blan, he had Welsh traits and 
even brought 
his leeks into 
the 
^eene. 
When Katherine, the French lady 
in Henry comes on the stage, she 
is French as the French language 
che speaks. 
As so it is, through all the plays, 
his clowns are clowns, in speech, 
gaib and manners; his Jews are 
Jews; his Lords are Lords and his 
Kings and queens are majesty per­ 
sonified. 
It is not recorded that Shakes­ 
peare left England, yet when he re­ 
vised, with his magic pen, Itobeo 
and Juliet, The Merchant of Ven­ 
ice, The Two Gentlemen! of Verona, 
and other Italian plays, he made 
them more Italian than they were. 
He must have talked with travelers 
and actors who had been in Italy 
and carefully observed Italians that 
he chanced to meet. 
In King John, lines 189 to 215, 
he speaks of travelers who talk of 
the “Alps 
and Appennines. 
The 
Pj'renean and the River Po”. Travel 
erg in those days, wei^e invited into 
“worshipful society” as entertain­ 
ers. We get a glimpse into Shakes­ 
peare’s mind when he speaks of the 
need of enervation” and says “that 
to avoid deceipt,*! mean to learn.” 
When Plutarch’s 
lives 
were 
translated into English, Shakespeare 
evidently 
devoured them, 
studied 
them line by line, then proceed’. 
to write that classis of classics, 
Julius Caesar. Then Anthony and 
Cleopatra, and other plays of that 


Plutarch’s lives are not especially 
lively reading. Shakespeare followed 
tho text very closely, but,* as with 
other writings, he put life into each 
line, each word. He has made Caesar 
an immortal, he crowned the vic­ 
torious with chaplets of oak and 
laurel, the sorrowing with willow, 
tho dead were strewn with Bowers. 
He had dreams of Universal peace 
an<f he said **yet shall Peace her 
wheaten garland wear.” 
He trimmed and garnished with 
innumerable 
illusions, 
decorated 
with flowers and emblems, set with 
gems, and-painted scenes of dawns, 
of mornings, clear, and cloudy, of 
lowering storms and rolling mists, 
of abas, of forests, of plains, of 
mountains. “Age cannot wither nor 
custom stale his infinite variety.”
